Washington, Aug. 1.—Hon. Emui 


Root assumed the duties of the war 
secretaryship upon the retirement of 
General Alger. 


One of the last official acts of Secre- 


tiry Alger was, to prepare a statment 
covering several matters regarding the 
conduct of the war. which have been 
the subject of criticism in the public 
press. The statement follows: 
_ _ . 


-I am led 
to 
make the following 


statement on 
account of the many 


criticisms which have been made by 
tbc public press, and especially on ac- 
count oC the recent article which ap- 
peared in the London Times, contain- 
in" assertions which have no founda- 
tion in truth. 


"At the commencement of the war 


with Spain the regular army consisted 
ot only 25.000 men, with the minimum 
number of officers prescribed by law. 
The situation can be partially appre- 
ciated 
when 
it is remembered that 


within 60 days from the declaration of 
war the strength of the army was in- 
creased to 270,000, and everything for 
the equipment of this great force, in- 
cluding clothing, tents, and all that 
pertains 
to 
equipping an army for 


service had to be manufactured and 
distributed for us. 


"From the statement referred to the 


' 
public might.be made to believe that 
the volunteer army was officered by 
men selected by 
political 
influence 


with the secretary of war by special 
favor and without any regard to fit- 
ness for the duties they were to per- 
form. As is well known, the volunteer 
forces, with the exception of three reg- 
igents of engineers, three regiments of 
cavalry and 10 regiments of immune 
infantry, was made up of regiments 
from the various states, the officers of 
which were all appointed exclusively 
by the governors. 


"Fora little over a thousand appoint- 


ments made by the president the num- 
ber of applications 'was over 25,000, 
and each application was accompanied 
by n certificate of his ability, and in 
most instances the military service, 
cither in the regular army or a state 
organization, and not infrequently in 
both. 


"Of 
the 
number 
appointed there 


were, for instance, 2G major generals, 
of whom 19 were taken from the regu- 
lar army and seven Crom civil life. 


"It has been stated that the secre- 


tary of war made these appointments, 
whnn the truth is that very few were 
made upon his recommendation, 
al- 


though he caused the entire list with 
the rfccoinmendalions to be compiled 
anil placed before the president. 


"I would be only too glad to have 


had the honor to have made these ap- 
pointments. No better, no more loyal 
or more patriotic, set of men as a whole 
ever served their country, a"nd their 
appointments were 
a 
credit. 
There 


were exceptions, 
but that could not 


have been foreseen. 


"There were three regiments of cav- 


alry, the officers 
of which 
were ap- 


pointed 
by 
the 
secretary 
of war. 


Colonel Leonard Wood, now a briga- 
dier general and commanding the de- 
partments 
of 
Santiago 
and Puerto 


I'riiu-ipo, was one of these. 
Colonel 


Origshy and Colonel Torrey, both good 
officers, were the other two. 


"Criticisms as to the amounts and 


mciliods of expenditures, which could 
imply the wrong or careless use of 
money, were also made by the London 
Titm-s. 
This charge is false. 
So far 


as the- conduct of the service was con- 
cerned, no person with any knowledge 
of the facts can ever charge truthfully, 
<iisd no one can ever show that a dol- 
lar wiis misappropriated, stolen or em- 
I'-w.Hid. out of the hundreds of mil- 
linriH of dollars, that were expended.

SEVEN DEATHS AT SOLDIERS'HOME 


The 
Official* »t WnahiDgton anil 
LOCH! 


Aathorltlea Are Making Every Effort 
to Prevent thu Sprvitd of the Disease. 
Contagion Was Probably lirought to 
Home by Old Soldier From Cuba. 


Washington, Aug. 1.—Reports from 


the soldiers' home at Hampton, Va., 
show 
seven 
deaths in the 37 cases 


of yellow fever there. 


One new case occurred at the home. 


Thus far the disease has been confined 
to the home, but all surrounding towns 
are excited and a vigorous quarantine 
is being maintained. 


Dr. Wasdin of the Marine hospital 


service is in charge of affairs at Hamp- 
ton and is working in co-operation 
with the local boards of health. 


He has 
strengthened the 
cordon 


about the town of Phoebus, which he 
reports is in very bad sanitary condi- 
tion. The fact that only one new case 
appeared is encouraging to the officials 
here, who are taking every measure to 
prevent a spread ot the disease. They 
feel that the fact that the affected lo- 
cality is in the hands of the govern- 
ment and under one management will 
be of great value in dealing with the 
scourge and enable better results to be 
obtained than where epidemics break 
out in commercial places. 


A number of inquiries has been re- 


ceived by Dr. Wyman from quaran- 
tine officers 
throughout 
the United 


States, asking whether they shall im- 
pose 
a maritime Quarantine 
against 


Norfolk or Newport News. He has re- 
plied that no such necessity now exists. 


Dr. Wasdin's official report of his 


examination of existing conditions at 
the soldiers' 
home 
has reached Dr. 


Wyman. 
It notes the fact that the 


doctor has seen all the cases of sus- 
pected disease at the home. 


He sums up the history of the con- 


tagion as follows: 
"Early in July an 


old soldier entered the home for 
a 


short rest, and soon afterward appear-
